Gen. Salazar's departure was not as
spectacular as was that of Gen. Campa
Sunday afternoon nor were his travel-
ing qaurters as comfortable. His
oft icers were compelled to ride in a box
car without seats and it was so crowd-
ed that sitting room on the floor was
almost out of the question. The horses
and men composing the escort filled
the other three cars, making up the
"special" and filled them to overflow-
ing, many men being on the roofs.

When the dispatch received byThe
Herald Monday night from Its cor-
respondent in Chihuahua was shown
Gen. Salazar, he said that the informa-
tion it contained as to Gen. Orozco's
probable movement toward the City of
Mexico with a view toward unseating
president Madero was not news to him
as he had been aware for some time
past of Gen. Orozco's intention. It aid
please him. he said, tp know that the
people ot Chihuahua, regardless of class
or condition, were supporting Orozco
with money and armf and he had no
fear now for the outcome.

--We Want Peaee."
"We want pe-ce- ." he said, "and be-

lieve we are sb.-u- t to attain it with
comparatively lUt-- e bloodshed. I think
the manner in w.iich the people sup-
port our cause will be evidence enough
that the movement is popular and
right and I look for little armed op-
position.

"I had intended to remain in Juarez
for another day or two to look after
some important matters here but late
this afternoon I was urged to come to
Chihuahua at once and, as you see, am
on my way. I am traveling light as
it is important I make the trip quickly.
Gen. Rojas will remain in Juarez with
about 1000 men to garrison the city and
preserve order. How long we will
maintain so large a garrison will de-
pend upon what is done in Chihuahua.
Should the advance upon the City of
Mexico be begun at once, probably the
major portion of Gen. Rojas's command
will be withdrawn and a small detach-
ment left here for police duty."

American Refugees Coming.
No trains were run over the National

Tuesday, though one of the engines
used in the transportation of Gen.
Campa's army Sunday night returned
to the North Western yards. All trains
were run over the North Western on
schedule time. It Is reported in Juarez
that a special train loaded with
refugees is coming from Chihuahua to-
night.

Col. "Pancho Villa was reported
Tuesday morning as being still at
Fresno. One rumor was afloat that "Villa
had 1250 men with him and that he
was receiving recruits hourly and
there was another rumor to the effect
hat he had a force of but about 50

men. the others having deserted to
Orozco. Neither could be confirmed,
though each emanated from sources or-
dinarily considered reliable.

Xo Trade Below Chihuahua.
A message received by a resident of

El Paso Tuesday morning though
dated March 2. says that all traffic
south of Chihuahua has been suspended
for some time and that so many
bridges have been destroyed that weeks

REACH CHIHUAHUA

(By Phil McLaughlin.)
Chihuahua, Mexico, March . (Spe-

cial telegram to The El Paso Herald.)
The tide has completely turned. It

became definite --today that there is al-
most a unanimous sentiment against
Madero throughout the state of Chi-
huahua, and that, using this state as
the focus, the movement against the
present government is to crystalize.
Briefly, th plans are as follows:

In four flays Gea. Orozco is to leave
for Mexico City.

The troops now in Chihaa-tu- a,

reinforced by the rebels
from the north and those be-
ing constantly recruited now at Chi-
huahua, make by conservative esti-
mate, 50M troops that will march on
to the Mexican capital before this
week ends.

All parties in Chihuahua have com-
bined against the present administra-
tion.

Men from the wealthiest classes, also
professional and working men. are
openly declaring against the present
incumbent.

These will Join Oroaeo in large num-
bers, and march through to Mexico
City.

A million dollars have been sub-
scribed by bankers, business men and
ranchmen of this region to unseat
Madero.

The monev power of the state is to
rest entirely with Madero'a former
Chihuahua commander.

Villa Sunday was reported to have been
brief and uneventful.
